THE MYSTERY IS UNSOLVED

Ne Clew as to Who Was the Murderer

Germany Discusses Moro-
cco Controversy.

WILL ANSWER FRANCE

Deny French Accusation That
Their Morocco Represent-
afive Was False,

Berlin, Dec. 30.—The forelgn office
will issue, next week, a book on the
morocco  coniroversy, containing docu-
ments omitted by the
ment from its 550w book, and corres-
poudance pepelling the accusation of
bad faith made agninst Coun Ven Tat-
tenbach-Ashbold. the former special
German representative st Fez.  The
whole case, from the German stands
point, will be placed before the public.

Such o book on a European diplo-
matic question, has nmever been issued
by the imperial Foreign Office, which,
unlike other foreign officers, has fol-
lowed Prince Bismarck’s rule never to
publish such papers, but to hold for-
eign disputes in absolute  secreey,
Franee's vellow book, however, produec-
od an effect on the world's opinion that
the Gorman government is not willing
to let go unanswered, and the decision
was taken to disregard the former pol-
fey und publish documents in rebuttal
of France's presentation, which ft re-
garded as that of a partial stiormey
determined to armange the facla so as
to produce a8 conclusion held in view
from the beginning.

The German government resents, es-
pecially, the statements designated to
produce the impression that Count Von
Tattenbach-Ashold has been untruthful,
The book is expeeted to clear away
some impressions abroad that Germany
threatened France.
